1 . Applicant's canceling of claim 15 in paper no. 10 is acknowledged. 

Reason for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-14 and 16-17 are allowed for the following reasons: 

The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in Pat. No. 4,701,774. The improvement comprises as follows: 
Claims 1-14 and 16 are allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious wherein the device is an optical 
attenuator in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claim. 
Claim 17 is allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails 
to disclose or render obvious a series of two or more curved portions curving in 
alternating directions, each having an n-doped region adjacent the outer side of the 
curved portions and a p-doped region of the inner side thereof so as to form a series of 
diodes of alternating polarity along the length of the waveguide in combination with the 
rest of the limitations of the base claim.
